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Notorious fraudsters 
target hospital staff 


MEMBERS of a national gang of 
fraudsters are believed to have tar¬ 
geted staff at Northampton Gen¬ 
eral Hospital (NGH), a report has 
revealed. 

The gang - thought to be the ‘Coventry 
Falcons’, whose thefts from council and NHS 
properties across the country have featured 
on two of the BBC’s Crimewatch programmes 
- was responsible for stealing cash and credit 
cards from staff on several occasions last 
year. 

It is not known how the thieves gained ac¬ 
cess to employee-only areas, but a security 
report by NGH said the criminals were be¬ 
lieved to have been responsible for 11 thefts 
from staff. 

They included five cases where credit cards 
were stolen from separate offices, as well as 
four withdrawals from bank and building so¬ 
ciety accounts. 

Andy Watkins, the hospital’s security 
manager, said in the report: “This is serious 
criminal activity and currently forms part of 
a national investigation by NHS Protect and 
the police. 

“A large organised gang has been identified 
and a number of suspects are on remand or 
wanted.” 

The report showed 48 per cent of crime re¬ 
ported to NGH security managers last year 
was thefts of cash and credit cards from its 
own employees. 

After the last theft, on October 22, secu¬ 
rity guards and a member of staff identified 
the suspected thief, followed them to a geta¬ 
way car and noted the vehicle’s registration 
number. 

CCTV footage was then reviewed and the 
alleged thief was identified from still photo¬ 
graphs.

Althorp a hit 
lath cyclists 


A NEW location proved a 
big hit for the annual Cycle 
4 Cynthia fundraiser at the 
weekend, with almost 100 ex¬ 
tra cyclists turning up on the 
day of the ride. 

The event, which raises 
money for two charities in 
the county - The Friends of 
Cynthia Spencer Hospice and 
Macmillan Cancer Support 


- was staged for the first time 
in its eight-year history at Al¬ 
thorp. 

Countess Spencer per¬ 
formed her first official UK 
duty, since marrying Earl 
Spencer in June, by open¬ 
ing each race. Final figures 
showed nearly 900 riders ped¬ 
alled a total of almost 30,000 
miles, opting for distances of 


five, 25 or 50 miles. 

The number of riders tak¬ 
ing part was a 10 per cent in¬ 
crease on last year’s 800, but 
it will be some time before 
organisers know if the target 
of £50,000 was reached. 

The proceeds will be split 
between the Friends of Cyn¬ 
thia Spencer Hospice and 
Macmillan Cancer Support. 


Supermarket to 
open new store 

QUALITY supermarket giant 
Waitrose has unveiled plans to 
open a new 15,000 sq ft store 
in Northampton. The proposed 
store would be situated next to 
Northampton Garden Centre, in 
Newport Pagnell Road, Wootton, 
and would create up to 120 new 
jobs in the area. Waitrose, part of 
the John Lewis Partnership, has 
been working closely with the 
Garden Centre Group to develop 
a scheme which will also result in 
a number of improvements to the 
former Wyevale premises. 

Police defend 
use of Taser 

POLICE have defended the use of 
an unauthorised Taser shotgun, 
supplied by a Northamptonshire 
firm, on killer Raoul Moat during 
the “unprecedented policing op¬ 
eration”. Northumbria Police said 
they had acted “legally and pro¬ 
portionately in extremely difficult 
circumstances” and had succeeded 
in their aim to protect the public 
from the violent ex-doorman dur¬ 
ing the manhunt last July.

Farmers left 

frustrated 

after theft 


A FATHER and son were left 
furious when police refused 
to recover suspected stolen 
vehicle parts from a North¬ 
ampton travellers' site be¬ 
cause of apparent 'health 
and safety' fears. 

Sean Stanley, who owns Preston 
Deanery Lodge, a farm near Woot- 
ton, gave chase after thieves drove 
off in a van having been alerted to 
the break-in at his farm by neigh¬ 
bours at around 10.30pm on Sun¬ 
day 

Mr Stanley, who said at one 
point the passenger in the van ap¬ 
peared to brandish a shotgun, fol¬ 
lowed the pair until they turned 
into Ecton Lane traveller’s site. 

But police, who visited the site 
later that night and confirmed the 
suspect vehicle was on the premis¬ 
es, refused to recover the van and 
made no arrests. 

Mr Stanley said: “I was at home 
in Northampton when I found out 
about the theft and managed to 


spot the pair as they came through 
Great Houghton. 

“I saw them wave a shotgun at 
me but I was so angry I carried on 
following them until they pulled 
up at the traveller’s site. 

“I had been on the phone to the 
police the whole time and they 
asked me to meet them back at the 
farm. 

“After describing everything to 
the police they said they would go 
down there. I followed a little while 
later to find them sitting outside. 
They told me they couldn’t recover 
the van because they hadn’t had a 
risk assessment. I couldn’t believe 
it.” 

A Northamptonshire Police 
spokesman said: “This crime is 
under investigation and no arrests 
have been made to date. 

“Three police officers did enter 
the site at Ecton Lane and located 
the suspect vehicle but an assess¬ 
ment was made not to recover the 
vehicle in the early hours of this 
morning.” 


Free school plans 
have been rejected 


PLANS for a ‘desperately need¬ 
ed’ community-run primary 
school in Northampton have 
been turned down. 

The steering group behind the 
proposed St Mary’s Community 
Free School, which would have 
been based at St Mary’s Church, 
in Towcester Road, Far Cotton, 
has been told plans to establish 
the school have been rejected by 
the Government. 

The proposed school would 
have had a focus on providing 
education for children with 


working parents by extending 
normal school-hours. 

Organisers had been working 
on the proposal for a year. 

The Rev Ian Holdsworth, who 
led the group, said everyone in¬ 
volved was ‘very disappointed’. 

He said: “It is something 
we think the area desperately 
needs. 

“There has been a shortage 
of primary school places in the 
area for some time and this will 
only continue until another 
school is built.” 


Body ‘not 
suspicious' 

THE death of a man, 
whose body was found 
off a Northampton 
street at the weekend, 
is not being treated 
as suspicious, police 
said yesterday. A man, 
in his 40s, was found 
dead at the entrance 
of two ground floor 
flats in Clare Street, 

The Mounts, at around 
6.45am on Sunday. The 
man, who had facial 
and head injuries, was 
pronounced dead at the 
scene. The outcome of a 
post-mortem on Sunday 
evening was inconclu¬ 
sive but the death is not 
being treated as suspi¬ 
cious, police have since 
said. A report is now 
being prepared for the 
coroner. 

Pair attempt 
to rob man 

POLICE are appealing 
for witnesses following 
an attempt robbery on 
Saturday, September 
17, between 10pm and 
11pm between West- 
bridge and St James Re¬ 
tail Park. A 20-year-old 
man was approached 
by a man and a woman 
who attempted to take 
his bag. During the 
failed robbery his head 
was pushed against a 
lamppost. One of the 
robbers was wearing a 
grey hoodie. 

Fire cause 
investigated 

FIRE investigators will 
continue the task of 
working out what start¬ 
ed a huge blaze at a 
waste processing plant 
in Burton Latimer at 
the weekend. Nearly 
90 firefighters were 
called to the fire in the 
main storage shed at 
Blackbridge Farm on 
Sunday morning. Main 
roads, including parts 
of the A6, were closed 
overnight as firefighters 
brought in extra water 
using large hose lines. 

Attack on 
cricket pitch 

A MAN was taken to 
hospital after being 
attacked as he walked 
across a cricket pitch 
late at night. A group 
of possibly four 
people attacked the 
victim from behind 
as he walked near the 
pavilion at the Country 
Park on Foxfield Way, in 
Grange Park, on Friday, 
September 23, between 
11pm and 11.30pm. He 
suffered head injuries 
which required treat¬ 
ment at Northampton 
General Hospital.

Dr Swing's collection 
set to be auctioned 


A COLLECTION of nearly 5,000 musical 
items, including 78rpm records, vinyls 
and CDs, that belonged to a Northampton 
jazz fan, is set to be auctioned. 

The impressive collection includes 
around 2,000 78rpm records, 1,500 vinyls 
and 1,500 CDs, made up of mainly jazz 
and big band records, as well as other mu¬ 
sical paraphernalia. 

Chartered surveyor Peter Moreton, who 
died last November, aged 83, had built up 
the collection since he was a young boy. 

During the 1990s, Mr Moreton was a 
regular presenter on BBC Radio North¬ 
ampton, presenting his own show ‘Ought 


to be Band’ with his passion for jazz earn¬ 
ing him the nickname ‘Dr Swing’ locally. 

Peter’s son, Nicholas Moreton, said: “I 
was very conscious of the fact it was such 
a superb collection. Jazz has always lived 
through my father’s life. 

“He’s the only adult I knew that lived 
through the ‘60s and yet never owned a 
Beatles record. All the way through his 
life he came in contact with jazz and jazz 
musicians.” 

The collection has been split into more 
than 20 lots and will go under the ham¬ 
mer at Wilfords Auctioneers, in Welling¬ 
borough, on Thursday at 2pm.

Two accused 
of looting from 
historical site 


TWO people are being investigated 
by police on suspicion of attempting 
to loot buried treasure from the site 
of a historic Roman walled town in 
Northamptonshire. 

Police confirmed the two suspects re¬ 
mained on bail on suspicion of illegally using 
a metal detector, the theft of treasure, damage 
to the land and other offences at a site of “tre¬ 
mendous historical and archeological impor¬ 
tance”. They are believed to have attempted 
to take Roman coins and other historical ar¬ 
tefacts. 

Police said ‘several’ alleged crimes were 
being investigated at Chester House Farm, 
in Irchester, which is regarded by historians 
as one of the most important sites of its type 
in the county. Police are now liaising with ex¬ 
perts from English Heritage and a national 
police expert about pursuing a case, which if 
prosecuted, could be one of the biggest of its 
kind in the country. 

A meeting has now been scheduled with 
a national expert following a visit from the 
British Museum earlier this month. 


Meanwhile, two exploratory digs have now 
been carried out on the land, which is owned 
by Northamptonshire County Council. 

A County Hall spokesman said: “Chester 
House Farm is a site of tremendous histori¬ 
cal and archaeological importance. We have a 
responsibility to manage the site and ensure 
any buried remains are preserved. We have 
recently undertaken two very small-scale ex¬ 
ploratory excavations on the area known to 
have been a Roman walled town. 

“As a scheduled ancient monument, ap¬ 
proval needed to be given by the secretary of 
state before any excavation work could take 
place on site. 

“The work was done specifically to answer 
certain key questions about the buried ar¬ 
chaeology and its state of preservation below 
the soil. This information will help us under¬ 
stand how best to look after it. A full report is 
now being compiled on the results of the dig, 
the findings of which will soon be made avail¬ 
able to the public. 

“We hope there will be further small scale 
excavations over the coming years and oppor¬ 
tunities for public engagement.”

Hundreds of bikers set of from Northampton services at junction 
15A of the Ml for their ride in protest at new legislation 

Bikers in 
demo over 
new laws 


HUNDREDS of bikers took 
part in a mass convoy along 
the Ml motorway in North¬ 
amptonshire to protest 
against proposals which 
they say could affect their 
favourite hobby. 

Motorcyclists from across the 
region gathered at the Northamp¬ 
ton Services, at junction 15A, at 
around noon on Sunday to start 
their protest along the Ml. 

The Motorcycle Action Group 
(MAG) organised the national pro¬ 
test to highlight a set of EU plans 
which they say will threaten the 
rights of owners to modify their 
machines and single out bikes for 
regular roadside checks. 

The bikers rode both south and 
north of the services for 20 min¬ 
utes from 1pm, along with similar 
groups across the county 

Under the new proposals bikers 
would not be allowed to make any 
modifications to their bikes, be 
forced to wear high-visibility jack¬ 
ets and would be subject to more 


NO police officers from North¬ 
amptonshire were injured dur¬ 
ing last month’s troubles in the 
county or elsewhere, Northamp¬ 
tonshire’s chief constable has 
confirmed. 

In a report for members of 
Northamptonshire’s Police Au¬ 
thority, Chief Constable Adrian 
Lee said officers had helped 
other forces in London, Not¬ 
tingham, Luton and Gloucester¬ 
shire. He said throughout the 
unrest, from August 8 to 14, no 
officers sustained injuries while 
on duty, either in or outside the 
county border.

Dom Munn-Barron, the treasur¬ 
er for the Towcester MAG group, 
said: “We feel our rights to be indi¬ 
vidual are being taken away and it 
will damage the whole industry 

“I have no objections to rules 
which make things safer, but these 
are all unnecessary 

“Most of the modifications we 
make are practical, to protect the 
bike from damage or make it more 
economic. Some are even for safe¬ 
ty, including the type of tyres that 
suit our driving. 

“We feel they haven’t researched 
the changes that they are making. 
We are making a statement. 

“We’re showing solidarity and 
to make those involved aware that 
there are a lot of people against 
these changes.” 

The Department for Transport 
has launched a consultation on 
the proposed new European Union 
regulation on the type approval 
process for motorcycles, three¬ 
wheeled vehicles and quadricy- 
cles. 


He said: “During the disorder, 
the Media and Communications 
team were inundated with calls 
from the media and public, as 
well as significant rumours and 
questions being posted on the 
force Facebook page. 

“There were frequent reas¬ 
surance messages regarding the 
action of police, the situation 
overall in the county, advising 
the public and swiftly eliminat¬ 
ing rumours. In total, the state¬ 
ments issued to the public re¬ 
ceived over 40,000 views and the 
number of ‘friends’ on Facebook 
nearly doubled.”

No police officers 
hurt during riots 
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Suspect 
may have 
fled UK 


DETECTIVES hunting 
quadruple murder sus¬ 
pect Anxiang Du have 
admitted he may have 
fled the country within 
a couple of days of al¬ 
legedly killing the Ding 
family. 

During an appeal on BBC 
One’s Crimewatch pro¬ 
gramme last Thursday night 
the detective leading the case, 
Det Supt Glyn Timmins, re¬ 
vealed police are now investi¬ 
gating a potential sighting of 
Britain’s most wanted man 
in Gibraltar. 

He said his team had re¬ 
ceived a possible sighting 
of Mr Du in the British ter¬ 
ritory “not long after” April 
29, the day Jifeng Ding, aged 
46, Helen Chui, aged 47, Xing, 
aged 18, and Alice, aged 12, 
were stabbed to death at 
their home in Pioneer Close, 
Simpson Manor. 

The revelation comes after 


police concentrated their ef¬ 
forts inside the UK in the ear¬ 
ly weeks of the investigation, 
having initially established 
no evidence he had left the 
country. 

Det Supt Timmins admit¬ 
ted it was now “feasible” Mr 
Du skipped the border dur¬ 
ing the Royal Wedding week¬ 
end - a full five months ago. 

He said: “We have had an 
unconfirmed sighting in Gi¬ 
braltar and it is feasible Mr 
Du left the country during 
the Royal Wedding weekend. 

“Someone may have 
worked that weekend and 
remember seeing this man, 
who most likely would have 
paid in cash for tickets out of 
the country.” 

Police also released an 
artist’s impression of a foot¬ 
print found at the murder 
scene. They believe the print 
is from a pair of distinctive 
hand-made shoes owned by 
Mr Du.

“Taking pride in your trust” 
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Upturn in UK sales 
for brewing giant 


BREWING giant Carlsberg 
is reported to have record¬ 
ed a major upturn in its 
profits in the UK. 

The firm, which has its 
head office and brewery in 
Northampton, recently filed its 
latest accounts with Companies 
House. 

Although the documents have 
not yet been made public by 
Carlsberg, they have been seen by 
business website, Insider Media, 
which has reported the company 
increased its turnover from an 
annual figure of £946.5 million in 
2009 to £978.8 million by the end 
of December 2010. 

The publication of the compa¬ 
ny’s latest financial figures came 
only months after the firm closed 
its brewery in Leeds to focus its 
beer production in Northamp¬ 
ton. 

While the company would not 
comment on the financial results, 


it confirmed the decision to cen¬ 
tralise in Northampton had gone 
well. 

A spokesman for the firm said: 
“The consolidation has pro¬ 
gressed well and we are looking 
forward to officially opening our 
enlarged brewery in the town 
next month.” 

The firm’s financial figures re¬ 
ported by Insider Media showed 
Carlsberg UK made a pre-tax 
profit last year of £21.4 million, 
a massive recovery from the 
previous year’s figures when 
the firm reported a loss of 
£10 million. The firm also re¬ 
ported its share of the UK beer 
market had increased from 14.3 
per cent in 2009 to 15.4 per cent 
in 2010. 

Carlsberg’s business in the 
UK dates back to the early 
1970s when the firm bought the 
Phipps brewery site in North¬ 
ampton. In 1974 it opened its 
current brewery at a cost of 


£15 million. 

Of all the beer Carlsberg now 
makes across the world, 40 per 
cent is drunk in Britain. 

Following the closure of the 
Leeds brewery in June this year, 
millions of pounds has been in¬ 
vested in the Northampton site 
to increase the amount of beer 
it can produce from three 
million barrels per year to four 
million. 

Speaking to our sister paper 
the Chron about the decision to 
close the Leeds brewery and fo¬ 
cus on Northampton in Novem¬ 
ber last year, the chief executive 
of Carlsberg UK, Isaac Sheps, 
said: “When we were looking at 
closing Leeds, one of the ideas 
was to bring in more beer from 
our breweries in Europe. 

“But we looked at what would 
be best, and the most cost-ef¬ 
fective solution was to invest 
in Northampton,” Mr Sheps add¬ 
ed.

TRIBUTES have been paid to the North¬ 
ampton man who led the British Archery 
Team to victory in the Olympic Games. 

The former British archery manager, David 
Clarke, aged 74, from Duston, died unexpectedly 
last Wednesday 

The team Mr Clarke led in Seoul in 1988 won the 
first archery Olympic medals since 1902 and his 
1992 Barcelona team surpassed that achievement 
when they won more individual and team medals. 

Mr Clarke, who lived with his wife Marion, helped 
to found the British Timken Bowmen club more 
than 55 years ago, when he worked at the former 
British Timken Factory in Main Road, Duston. 

Sylvia Underlin, treasurer of the group, now 
known as Duston Bowmen Club, said: “Archery 
was David’s passion and something he took with 
him through life. I knew him through the archery 
and he also became a friend. He was a wonderful 
man and nobody had a bad word to say about him. 

“He made a big difference to archery in the coun¬ 
ty and the country” 

Mr Clarke was president of the archery club 
when he died and previously led a campaign for 
a new training site to be built after the factory 
closed around eight years ago. The club currently 
shares a base with the Long Buckby Archery Club 
but, thanks to Mr Clarke’s work, a new indoor and 
outdoor training range will open at the old Timken 
Factory site in March. 

Mrs Underlin said: “He was the main instiga¬ 
tor in getting a new site for the club. It will mean 
a great deal to us. We have been nomads for nine 
years. It will be great to have our own base and to 
shoot there again, where we started. It is very sad 
David won’t see it completed. He put an awful lot of 
work into it.” 

Mr Clarke, who was named county archery

champion 10 times, was the most senior coach at 
the Northamptonshire County Archery Society 

When he was teenager, he was confined to a hos¬ 
pital bed for two years suffering from tuberculosis 
in the hip, which destroyed his hip joint. 

Cricket fan Mr Clarke had to wear a plaster 
which stretched from his ankle to the top of his 
chest after he left the hospital and was unable to 
play his favourite sport. However in December 1954 
his brother Brian took him to play archery for the 
first time and within two years Mr Clarke had be¬ 
come a master bowman and was later recognised 
nationwide for coaching.

The firm’s chief executive, Ian 
Ailles, said the closures were 
planned to help the company re¬ 
main competitive in the travel 
market. 

He said: “Our high street 
stores are the most popular way 
for customers to book with us and 
an essential part of our approach, 
alongside websites and sales cen¬ 
tres. 


“As the leading UK leisure trav¬ 
el retailer we continually review 
the make-up of our UK network, 
ensuring we continue to offer 
unrivalled access to the widest 
range of holiday options. 

“However, there are times, like 
now, when we will propose clos¬ 
ing a small number of individual 
stores to remain effective in this 
competitive environment. 

“We will do all we can to mini¬ 
mise the impact on affected cus¬ 
tomers and colleagues.” 

Across the country, it is be¬ 
lieved the store closures could af¬ 
fect more than 100 workers. It is 
not yet known how many staff in 
Northampton could be affected. 

The company has now begun a 
90-day consultation period with 
workers who could be hit by the 


plans. 

A spokesman for the firm said: 
“We are working with those po¬ 
tentially-affected colleagues at 
the Northampton Grosvenor Cen¬ 
tre store to support them through 
the 90-day consultation period.” 

The closure plans would not af¬ 
fect the Thomas Cook branches 
in Abington Street in the town 
centre, in Harborough Road in 
Kingsthorpe, or at the Weston 
Favell Centre. 

Aside from the shop closure 
proposals, Thomas Cook is also 
currently consulting with staff at 
Thomas Cook Airlines, where it 
plans to cut 250 jobs in Manches¬ 
ter, and with 400 call centre staff 
who handle holiday bookings in 
Peterborough and Falkirk about 
changes to their shift patterns.

Anglian Water received 19,458 complaints between April 2010 and March 2011 

Complaints on 
water increase 


THE number of com¬ 
plaints against North¬ 
ampton's water pro¬ 
vider has increased, 
despite the national 
average dropping. 

A report published by 
watchdog, the Consumer 
Council for Water, revealed 
that 19,458 customers com¬ 
plained to Anglian Water be¬ 
tween April 2010 and March 
2011, 7.6 per cent more than 
the previous year. 

It compared to a national 
trend which had an over¬ 
all reduction in grievances 
with water companies in 
England for 2010/2011. 

The watchdog said it 
would continue to exert 
pressure on Anglian Wa¬ 


ter until the company is 
brought up to standard. 

Steve Grebby, policy 
manager for the Consumer 
Council for Water, said: “It 
is disappointing to see An¬ 
glian Water’s customer com¬ 
plaints increasing while the 
industry average is decreas¬ 
ing. 

“It is also true that An¬ 
glian is a poorer performing 
company when compared to 
other water and sewerage 
providers in England and 
Wales, with complaint lev¬ 
els above the industry aver¬ 
age. 

“We will continue to exert 
pressure on them to turn 
the situation around and 
work with the company to 
help them match the best.” 


John Clare, spokesman 
from Anglian Water, said: 
“While the rise in com¬ 
plaints is disappointing, a 
close examination of the 
figures reveals two main 
causes for the increase. 

“The first was the very 
cold winter, which led to a 
wide range of problems and 
complaints. 

“The second cause relates 
to our programme of in¬ 
stalling water meters in a 
drive to grow the number of 
customers with a metered 
supply and so increase wa¬ 
ter efficiency. 

“We will be looking close¬ 
ly at the reasons for this 
increase to see if there is 
anything we might do dif¬ 
ferently.” 


Warning 
on pets' 
vaccine 

A NORTHAMPTON vet 
surgery has warned rab¬ 
bit owners to get their pets 
vaccinated, after five died 
of the same disease in one 
week. 

The rabbits, from dif¬ 
ferent homes in the town, 
were all taken to Vets4Pets 
in St James Road last week 
suffering from myxomato¬ 
sis. 

The disease, which can 
be spread by faeces or 
saliva, results in skin tu¬ 
mours and can cause acute 
conjunctivitis and blind¬ 
ness, bacterial infections, 
pneumonia and inflamma¬ 
tion of the lungs. 

Zoe Stockwell said: “Pet 
owners may not know if 
a wild rabbit has been in 
their garden and when 
they let their rabbit out it 
could contract the disease 
from faeces.” 

Rabbits can die from 
myxomatosis within 48 
hours.

“By becoming an academy 
we would be given extra re¬ 
sponsibility for what we do 
and the extra bit of freedom 
which would help us to move 
to the next level. It would 
allow the 


and staff as 
part of our 
first consulta¬ 
tion into the 
consideration 
of applying 
to become an 
academy.

Currently only two prima¬ 
ries in the county have gained 
academy status, Nicholas 
Hawksmoor in Towcester and 
Hartwell CofE. 

Academy schools are free 
from local authority control, 
can set their own staff pay, 
have freedom on how they 
deliver the curriculum, can 
change the lengths of terms 
and school days and have 
greater freedom over how 
they use their budgets.

Mark Whitehouse, TV Li¬ 
censing spokesperson for the 
East Midlands, said: “Some 
evaders are very inventive 
with their excuses, which 
can be quite entertaining, but 
the point is that watching or 
recording live TV without a 
licence is against the law. In 


fairness to the honest major¬ 
ity of people who pay the fee, 
we’ll prosecute those who try 
to avoid it. We would always 
prefer people to pay than 
risk a fine of up to £1,000.

It is a legal requirement 
to be covered by a valid TV 
licence if you are watching 
or recording TV at the same 
time as it is broadcast. 

Simon Johnson, Midlands 
co-ordinator for AdviceUK, 
the UK’s largest network 
of independent advice cen¬ 
tres, said: “The TV Licence 
should be treated as essen¬ 
tial expenditure when draw¬ 
ing up a household budget.

Thieves broke in to ARTea 
Room, in Wakefield Coun¬ 
try Courtyard, and took the 
till, containing the last three 
days’ takings, some time be¬ 
tween 8.15pm and 11.45pm 
last Thursday 

Sisters Amy and Bridie 
Fisher opened the vintage 
gallery six months after giv¬ 
ing up their jobs to pursue 
the project. 

Bridie said: “We’ve been 
working really hard trying to 
get it all up and running and 
already we’ve been burgled. 

“We’ve both given up our 
jobs and decided to do this to 
follow our dreams. It’s just a 
bit disheartening.” 

Bridie, aged 32, worked as a 
civil servant and 29-year-old 
Amy worked in administra¬ 
tion at the University of Bir¬ 
mingham. Bridie said: “We’ve 
talked over the years about 
doing something together. 
This opportunity came up 
about six months ago so we 
decided we’d go for it. 

“It’s been a long slog. The 
building had to be changed 
and there were so many obsta¬ 


cles along the way. It’s finally 
up and running and then this 
happens.” 

The thieves left the artwork 
but took the till, which con¬ 
tained between £100 and £200. 

“They smashed and broke a 
few things getting to it. They 
had to yank it out and made a 
bit of a mess,” Bridie added. 

Bridie, who picked up the 
call from the police, said: 
“I’m cross. It’s not a massive 
obstacle, it’s just dishearten¬ 
ing when you put your heart 
into it and first thing you get 
slapped down. We will be fine, 
we’re determined.” 

The sisters spent six weeks 
renovating the building into a 
gallery for local artists. 

Bridie said: “We’ve had re¬ 
ally, really good feedback. Ob¬ 
viously when we first opened 
we didn’t know what had hit 
us. We had a few blips on the 
first day but it’s gone really 
well, everyone’s been enthusi¬ 
astic and pleasant about it.” 

The gallery features a 
range of artwork and home¬ 
made cakes are served in the 
tea room.

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Saints' founder's memory lives on 


DESCENDANTS of the Rev 
Samuel Wathen Wigg, founder 
of the Saints, took part in a cer¬ 
emony to restore his grave in 
the village where he was a rec¬ 
tor. 

Dr Fiona Moore, the great grand¬ 
daughter of Rev Wigg - who created 
Northampton’s premier rugby club 
in 1880 - and his great grandson Greg 
Wigg were present at the dedication of 
a re-worked grave and new memorial 
stone at Walgrave cemetery on Friday 

Villagers took a renewed interest 
in Rev Wigg’s gravestone when they 
noticed it had become worn and over¬ 
grown. 

With the help of a donation by the 
rugby club, the engraved memorial 
stone was purchased and work was car¬ 


ried out to renovate the grave. 

Yesterday Rev Wigg’s family was 
joined by former Saints chairman Keith 
Barwell, players Roger Wilson and 
James Ingle, and children from Wal¬ 
grave Primary School for prayers and 
hymns including the terrace anthem 
O When the Saints. 

Afterwards, Mr Wigg, aged 54, from 
Cheltenham, said: “Not having lived in 
Northamptonshire, Rev Wigg’s achieve¬ 
ments were always a family story and I 
hadn’t given them so much credence. 

“But we’re very aware of what he 
has done here and I’m very pleased to 
be here for the dedication. We’re very 
proud.” 

Rev Wigg lived in Milton Malsor as 
a young man and became curate of 
St James’s Church, where he was in 
charge of the ‘improvement class’. His 


remedy for unruly youngsters was to 
channel their energies into the youth 
rugby club, which became Northamp¬ 
ton St James. 

He later moved to Walgrave, where 
he was a rector until he retired after 18 
years due to ill health. 

Rev Wigg died aged 83 in 1934, and 
was buried in Walgrave next to his 
wife. 

Mr Barwell said: “If you come to the 
club we still have his sayings displayed 
all over the place, which our profes¬ 
sional players take heed of: ‘Nothing 
without labour’ for example. 

“He wanted to do one simple thing, 
and that was to take naughty boys off 
the streets, and that aim is still true to¬ 
day. 

“This is a very fitting reminder of 
his life and achievements.”

Old court 
could open 
to public 


NORTHAMPTON'S his¬ 
toric court could soon 
open to the public, al¬ 
lowing them to delve 
into the town's criminal 
past. 

A pilot scheme was 
launched last week between 
Northamptonshire County 
Council’s library service 
and the National Centre for 
Citizenship and Law (NCCL), 
who are hoping to initially 
open Sessions House, in 
George Row, to school chil¬ 
dren for educational work¬ 
shops. 

The project last Thursday 
and Friday saw both primary 
and secondary school pupils 
invited to re-enact an infa¬ 
mous murder trial from the 
1930s at the former court, 
which closed in the 1990s. 

If the project is able to se¬ 
cure funding, it would see 
more schools offered the 
chance to get a first-hand 
glimpse of the court room 
and insight into the justice 
system. 

The project could then be 
extended to include commu¬ 
nity groups and the general 
public. 

Pollie Shorthouse, head of 
learning at NCCL, who has 
launched similar schemes 
in Nottingham and London, 
said: “We’re running the 
pilot scheme to see if this 
works in Northampton, and 
so far we think it has been a 
fantastic opportunity for the 
children. 


“They get the chance to 
learn about what happens in 
a court room, who is involved 
and how the criminal justice 
system works, with the added 
excitement of being in a real 
court.” 

The NCCL is hoping to se¬ 
cure funding from the Herit¬ 
age Lottery Fund to go for¬ 
ward with the scheme. 

John-Paul Carr, from the 
library service - which holds 
all the historic records of the 
court - said it was an excit¬ 
ing development for Sessions 
House. 

He said: “We know many 
people have an interest in the 
court and its historic cases. 

“Hopefully in the future 
we could open up the court to 
the public and offer tours and 
the opportunity to partake in 
a session like this.” 

The pupils donned hats 
and gowns to act out the trial 
of killer Alfred Rouse, who 
was sentenced to death for 
the ‘blazing car murder’ of a 
tramp in 1930. 

Clare Cadwallader, an Eng¬ 
lish teacher at Northampton 
High School, accompanied 
her GCSE students along to 
the workshop 

She said: “It’s been a re¬ 
ally valuable opportunity for 
the girls, who have had the 
chance to debate and discuss 
some important issues. 

“It has really opened their 
eyes to the justice system 
and given them a chance to 
practice English and History 
skills.”

Rom-com far from crazy

NTELLIGENT and so¬ 
phisticated adult-oriented 
romantic comedies that 
don’t resort to gross-out 
humour are almost as scarce 
as Ryan Reynolds films in 
which the Canadian actor 
keeps his clothes on. 


So Crazy Stupid, Love is a 
rare treat, boasting pithy 
dialogue and exemplary 
performances from an en¬ 
semble cast, who explore the 
many winding paths to true 
love. 

Glenn Ficarra and John Re¬ 
qua’s follow-up to I Love You 
Phillip Morris is hilarious, 
heartwarming and bitter¬ 
sweet, chronicling the ripple 
effect of impending divorce 
on different members of a 
family. 

The script by Dan Fogelman 
is delightfully self-aware 
and pokes fun at convention 
and the good-looking cast. 
When Ryan Gosling removes 
his top to reveal an impres¬ 
sively gym-toned body, co¬ 


star Emma Stone deadpans, 
“Seriously? It’s like you’re 
Photoshopped!” 

And at the end of an argu¬ 
ment, when a husband 
stands forlornly in the street 
and the heavens open, he 
mithers, “What a cliche!” 
Crazy, Stupid, Love begins 
with Cal Weaver (Steve 
Carell) enjoying a meal with 
his wife Emily (Julianne 
Moore). 

The silence between the 
couple speaks volumes and 
in the car on the way home, 
Emily confesses she slept 
with co-worker David Lind- 
hagen (Kevin Bacon) and 
wants a divorce. 

Cal is dumbfounded. 

“Almost 25 years of mar¬ 


riage and you’ve got nothing 
to say?” shrieks Emily 
The cuckolded husband 
seeks refuge at a cocktail 
bar where lothario Jacob 
Palmer (Gosling) takes pity 
and confidently assures Cal, 
“I’m going to help you redis¬ 
cover your manhood.” 

With expert guidance, Cal 
seduces feisty school teach¬ 
er, Kate (Marisa Tomei). 
Meanwhile, Jacob pursues 
law student Hannah (Emma 
Stone), who is impervious to 
his chat-up lines. 

Crazy, Stupid, Love elegant¬ 
ly interweaves the subplots, 
knotting them messily in 
a frenetic final 20 minutes 
that is as close as Ficarra 
and Requa’s film comes to a 


formulaic rom com. 

Carell and Moore are 
wonderful, milking their 
characters’ tears of regret 
as the marriage comes apart 
at the seams. 

Gosling demonstrates a 
light comic touch and screen 
chemistry with Stone is 
electric, including a hilari¬ 
ous recreation of an iconic 
1980s film. 

Rapport between Carell and 
Gosling is also strong, the 
latter taking one look at 
the emotionally shattered 
husband and despairing, “I 
don’t know whether to help 
you or euthanise you.” 
Thankfully for Ficarra and 
Requa’s delightful film, it’s 
the former.

It’s one of those engines that performs (much) better 
than the on-paper figures show. It pulls like a terrier 
from low revs, feels like a larger engine at higher 
speeds and produces a lovely sporting rasp as the revs 
climb. 

I recorded 44mpg in the course of a testing week, 
not bad for a lively petrol powered car but well be- 
low what a diesel might manage. But the 1.6 diesel t

STEPHEN MYLER says Saints 
must start to learn from their 
mistakes if they're to end their 
current slump. 

Jim Mallinder’s men have lost their 
last three Aviva Premiership games and 
currently sit in 10th place. 

The loss of key men to the World Cup 
has clearly hindered their cause, with the 
likes of Ben Foden, Chris Ashton, Court¬ 
ney Lawes, Tom Wood and club captain 
Dylan Hartley all in New Zealand.

Myler put Saints in control against the 
Sharks, with an assured kicking display 
that saw him slot seven penalties from a 
possible eight. 

The away side were leading 18-9 with 25 


minutes to go at Edgeley Park but Mark 
Easter’s try against his former club sig¬ 
nalled a collapse. 

And Myler has now urged his team¬ 
mates to ensure they stay switched on for 
the full 80 minutes in future. 

He said: “Some parts of the game we 
did things really well. It’s always difficult 
coming away from home. Edgeley Park is 
a tough place to play. 

“Even though we had a win there last 
year, we knew we had to grind for 80 min¬ 
utes and we didn’t do that on Friday. 

“When you’re not on the top of your 
game for 80 minutes you’ll get beaten and 
that’s a lesson we’ve got to learn quick¬ 
ly”

Cohen backs 
England to 
see off Scots 


WORLD CUP winner Ben 
Cohen says England are a 
better team than crunch op¬ 
ponents Scotland and will 
beat them this weekend 
- but that the ‘auld enemy’ 
will give Martin Johnson’s 
men the perfect warm-up 
for the quarter-final. 

Scotland need to beat Eng¬ 
land and deny them a bonus 
point to reach the quarter¬ 
finals and in all probability 
knock Johnson’s side out of 
the World Cup. 

But Cohen, who was part 
of the 2003 England side 
that won the last World 
Cup played in the south¬ 
ern hemisphere, feels that 
won’t happen. 

The former Saint is con¬ 
fident England will over¬ 
power Scotland to win pool 
B and set up a likely quar¬ 
ter-final against France. 

“England have got ad¬ 
vantage up front, they will 
be very solid in the scrum, 
and out wide they will give 
Scotland a problem,” said 
Cohen. “England have a 
better team on paper, full 
stop. England have won all 
their games so far and they 
know how to do that at a 
World Cup. 

“I think England will 
win, though it will be very 
tight. England have not re¬ 
ally won away in big pres¬ 
sure games in recent years, 


so this will be a big test for 
them and good for them go¬ 
ing into the quarter-final 
against probably France.” 

Cohen is expecting a fe¬ 
rocious battle and knows 
from past experience that 
Scotland won’t lack pas¬ 
sion. 

“I have played against 
Scotland and I know they 
wear their heart on their 
sleeve,” said Cohen. 

“When you have got a 
team who fights for every 
little thing then it is diffi¬ 
cult. 

“This is a chance for 
them to play in the quarter¬ 
finals of World Cup, they 
will throw everything at 
England, it is all or noth¬ 
ing, because if they don’t 
beat England they are go¬ 
ing home. 

“That makes them very 
dangerous.” 

And Cohen believes Eng¬ 
land should go for Jonny 
Wilkinson at 10 rather than 
Toby Flood. 

“Wilkinson missed a cou¬ 
ple of simple kicks against 
Argentina, but it proves he 
is human,” said Cohen. 

“He rarely lets England 
down and he is good at 
keeping the scoreboard 
ticking over, he can get 
you 12 points and then you 
can start playing a bit of 
rugby” 


Kayo's big ambition 


ADEBAYO AKINFENWA says
